These  numbers  are  arranged 
in  order  as  nearly  as  possible  in  Beverly, 
as  follows:  Numbers  1  to  86  are  on  or 
near  the  shore,  beginning  at  Hale,  near 
Ober  street,  and  ending  near  the  Man- 
ches  er  line  numbers  87  to  155  are  away 
from  the  shore,  beginning  near  the  Man¬ 


chester  line  and  ending  near  the  northern 
and  western  city  boundaries.  The  rule 
is  approximately  the  same  in  Manchester.

The  dash  ( — )  is  used  to  show  where  connecting  streets  and  avenues  cross 
or  intersect,  when  such  intersections  or  crossings  have  no  numbers,  and 
also  to  designate  railroad  crossings  and  bridges,  parks,  etc. 

When  there  is  more  than  one  family  in  a  house,  the  down-stairs  name  is 
given  first.
